CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 
(Extra Session.) 

IN the senate, on the 13th, Mr. Stewart's res- 
olution for a committee of inquiry as to sen- 
ators owning stock in national banks was laid 
before the senate, and Mr. Stewart proceeded 
to argue in support of it. At2 o'clock the re- 
peal bill®was laid before the senate, and Mr. 
Voorhees asked to have a day set for a vote on 
the @ill...... In the house, after much of the 
session had been (rittered away in motions and 
Objections, the printing bill was taken up in 
committee of the whole, the first reading of 
which occupied an hour and a half. 

IN the senate, on the 14th, the great event of 
the day's session was the delivery of a speech 
by Mr. Daniel (dem., Va.) against the passage 
of the repeal bill. Itoccupied four hours and 
five minutes, and was listened to throughout 
with aninterest which did not seem to dimin- 
ish from exordium to peroration. No other 
senator desired to sneak after Mr. Daniel, and 
the senate, at 5.05 p.m, adjourned...... In the 
house the first skirmish over the federal elec- 
tion act repeal bill took place, and although 
the casualties were few, it was manifest that 
both sides were in earnest, and that the regular 
battle will be a severe one. 

IN the senate, on the 18th, Mr. Cullum pre- 
sented a resolution signed by ex-Union soldiers 
in his state (lil) asking protection from the 
methods of the government, alleging that they 
are beset by detectives traveling in disguise 
and secretly co-operating with those who have 
been distinguished for their antipathy for those 
who fought for the flag. The repeal bill was 
taken up...... In the house numerous correc- 
tions made in the journal gave Mr. Reed an op- 
portunity to ridicule the “imperfection of par- 
liamentary machinery.” No business was 
transacted, and with tributes of respect to the 
memory of the late J. Logan Chipman, of Michi- 
fan, the house adjourned. 

IN the senate, on the 16th, after preliminary 
business had been disposed of, the repeal bill 
was taken up, and Mr. Voorhees made another 
proposition to the opponents of the bill to fixa 
time to close debate. He suggested Monday, 
the 25th, for the close of the debate, and a vote 
on the 27th, but Mr. Teller, on the part of the 
opposition, declined to make an agreement at 
this time...... In the house the intention of the 
democrats to carry out their programme of re- 
porting the federal elections bill was prevented 
by the want of a quorum, and the house ad- 
journed without transacting any business. 

IN the senate, on the 18th. Mr. Stewart of- 
fered amendments to the Wilson-Voorhees sil- 
ver bill inviting Mexico, the South and Cen- 
tral American republics, Hayti and San Do- 
mingo to join the United States ina monetary 
conference, and addressed the senate on the 
amendments. Mr. Peffer’s resolution directing

Jest 
Craig, of Indiana, was accidentally 
shot in camp, and Tom Jameson, col- 
ored, was burned to death in a prairie 
fire. One soldier was shot by a cowboy 
“sooner” near Kildare. 

On the night of the 17th burglars 
blew open the safe of Wilbur & Co., 
wholesale grain dealers of Phillips, 
Me., and secured cash and papers ag- 
gregating at least $30,000. 

On the 18th Henry 8S. Cochran, the 
embezzling weigher at the Philadel- 
phia mint,was arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Bell and held in 
$30,000 bail.

CAPITOL CENTENNIAL. 


The Corn>r Stone of the National 
Capitol at Washington 











Has Lain In Its Place a Century—The 
Wact Duly Commemorated by a 
Grand Parade and Other 
Appropriate Excrcises. 





WASRINGTON, Sept. 19.—Thongh the 
day is said to have been fair and beau- 
tiful 100 years ago, when, according to 
contemporary accounts “his excel- 
lency, President George Washington, 
crossed the Potomac into Maryland” 
(meaning the 10 miles square deeded 
by Maryland and Virginia for the site 
of the national capital), and, escorted 
by Virginia and Maryland troops and 
masonic and other civic bodies, moved 
in precession to Capitol hill and there 
laid the corner-stone of the national 
capitol, the weather could not possibly 
have been more pleasant on that occa- 
sion than the clear skies and buoyant 
sunshine which smiled on the cen- 
tennial commemoration of that great 
event. 

The quaintly-worded inscription en- 
graved in 1793 on a silver plate im- 
bedded in the foundation stone describes 
the historic occurrence with terseness 
as follows: 

This southeast corner-stone of the capitol of 
the United States of America, in the city of 
Washington, was laid on the 18th day of Sep- 
tember, 1793, in the thirteenth year of 
American independence, and in the first 
year of the second term of the presidency 
of George Washington, whose virtues in the 
civil administration of his country have been 
as beneficial as his military valor and prudence 
have been useful, and in the year of masonry 
5793, by the president of the United States, in 
concert with the grand lodge of Maryland, sev- 
eral lodges under its jurisdiction and ludse 22 
from Alexandria. Thomas Johnson, David Stu- 
art and Daniel Carroll. commissioners; Joseph 
Clark, right worshipful grand master pro tem- 
pore; James Hoban and Stephen Halleates, 


mason. 

The project of celebrating the one 
hundredth recurrence of this day orig- 
inated with antiquarian citizens of 
East Washington—that part of the 
city which the origina) capitol was de- 
signed to face and where its founders 
supposed the chief residences and pub- 
lie offices would be built. It was given 
a national importance by the concur- 
rent action and promised participation 
of congress, and the president and the 
executive and judicial branches of the 
government. 

= The day was ushered in by the ring- 

‘Following as closely “as possible the 
programme of the original ceremonies 
the procession was chiefly confined to 
civic bodies, under the marshalship of 
Gen. Ordway, commanding the district 
national guard. It started shortly be- 
fore 1 p. m., in four divisions, from in 
front of the White House, which faces 
‘President's Square” (as Lafayette 
place was called 100 years ago), 
from which point, according to 
history, ‘the procession marched two 
abreast in great and solemn dignity, 
with music playing, drums beating, 
colors flying and spectators rejoicing.” 
The modern procession did not march 
“two and two” or its tail end would not 
have reached its destination before the 
shades of night had fallen, but it 
moved briskly along Pennsylvania av- 
enue to the capitol, the civic organiza- 
tions four abreast, and the military in 
column of companies, with a brave dis- 
play of civic insignia, much music, and 
the plaudits of a mighty concourse of 
spectators. 

The organizations in line ineluded 
in the first division, odd fellows, Old- 
est Inhabitants, Knights of Pythias, 
elks and ‘‘Noble Redmen.” 

The second division comprised the 
Society of the Cincinnati, the G. A. R. 
and Mexican veterans, and the ‘Sons 
of the American Revolution,” in which 
organization are included many of the 
most honored names in public life and 
which as an organization made its pub- 
lic debut to-day. 

The third division was military and 
comprised the district national guard, 
some regulars, and visiting militia 
from Virginia. 

The fourth division was composed of 
veteran firemen and visiting fire as- 
sociations, including veterans from 
Brooklyn, New York city, Virginia and 
Maryland. 

At the head of the procession, imme- 
diately following Grand Marshal Ord- 
way and his well-mounted staff, rode 
the president of the United States and 
his cabinet in carriages. The president 
rode ina barouche attended by Hon. 
Beriah Wilkins, chairman of the recep- 
tion committee, and escorted by a 
squadron of United States cavalry, 
which made a glittering, clattering 
show in their showy full-dress uni- 
forms, helmets and waving plumes. In 
the carriage following the president 
camé the orator of the day, Hon. Wil- 
liam Wirten Henry, of Virginia 
(grandson of Patrick Henry), attended 
by Mr. Lawrence Gardaer, chairman 
of the general committer. The cabinet 
rode in order of rank as named in the 
presidential succession bill, as follows 
Walter Q. Gresham, secretary of state, 
John G. Carlisle, secretory of the 
treasury; Daniel S. Lamont, secre- 
tary of war; Richard Olney, 
attorney general; Wilson ‘8. 
Bissell, postmaster general; Hilary 
A. Herbert, secretary of the navy; Hoke 
Smith, secretary of the interior; J. 
Sterling Morton, secretary of agricul- 
ture. Each cabinet officer was attended 
by two members of the committee on 
arrangements. 

After the cabinet officers came Bishop

Then came 
Associate Justices Brown and Field, 
representing the United States supreme 
court, and after them the joint com- 
mittee of congress, the commissioners 
of the district, the judiciary of the dis- 
trict, the Society of the Cincinnati and 
the general committee. 
Mrs. Perrin, Mrs. Cleveland's mother, 
escorted by Secretary Thurber and ac- 
companied by Miss Thurber, entered 
the president's carriage early in the 
morning and drove up to the capitol to 
witness the proceedings. 

Arrived at the capitol, shortly after 
2 o'clock, the parade was dismissed, 
and the ceremonies of commemoration 
were commenced from the stands erect- 
ed on the east front, and in the pres- 
ence of animmense concourse of spec- 
tators. The musical part of the 
programme was exceedingly notable 
and effective. First the Marine band 
under the leadership of Prof. Fanciulli, 
rendered the overture to Tannhauser. 
Then after Bishop Paret's brief and 
elequent prayer, closing with the en- 
treaty that if it should be the Divine 
wish “that at the end of another cen- 
tury these walls shall still be stand- 
ing grant,they may stand with our na- 
tion’s truth and honor steadfast and 
untarnished.” 
Dudley Buck's magnificent ‘Te 
Deum” in E flat was rendered by a 


chorus of 1,500 trained voices, un- 
der the leadership of Prof. Du 
Shane Cloward. As the majestic 


chords of this superbly rendered com- 
position died away the oratorial part 
of the proceedings was commenced by 
Mr. Lawrence Gardner. in an address 
of welcome which had the merit of be- 
ing as brief as it was appropriate. He 
closed by introducing to the audience 
‘‘As chairman of ceremonies the worthy 
successor of Washington, the president 
of the United States, Grover Cleve- 
land.” 

President Cleveland, who had heen 
‘greeted with warm applause all the 
way to the capitol, received a still more 
enthusiastic welcome now. Standing 
in his familiar attitude, with his dark 
Prince Albert coat tightly buttoned, 
using no gestures, but articulating 
loudly and distinctly, he spoke as fol- 
lows: 

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND'S ADDRESS. 
While I accept with much satisfaction the 
part assigned to me on this occasion, I can not | 
escape the sober refiection which these cere- j 
monies Suggest. Those who suppose that we 
are simply engage in commemorating the be- 
ginning of a magnificent structure devoted to 
impertant public uses, have overlooked the 
most useful and improving lesson of the 


hour. We do indeed celebrate the lay- 
has sprung une - o~— on wo 


grand proportions arouse the pride of 
American citizens; but our celebration is 
chiefly valuable and significant because this 
edifice was designed and planned by great and 
good men, as a place where the principles of a 
free representative government should be de- 
veloped in patriotic legislation for the benefit 
of a free people.

assemble to make laws for their fellow- 
countrymen forget the duty of broad 
and disinterested patriotism, and leg-

not ke worth commemorating. 

The sentiment and the traditions connected 
witha this structure and its owners belong to 
all the people of the land. They are most 
valuable as reminders of patriotism in the dis- 

charge of public duty and steadfastness 

in many 2 _ struggle for the pub- 
lic good. They also furnish a standard 
by which our people measure the 
conduct of those chosen to serve them. The 
inexorable application of this stand will al- 

ways supply proof that our countrymen realize 
the value of the free institutions which were 
designed and built by those who laid the 
corner stone of their capitol, and they that ap- 
preciate the necessity of constant and jealous 
watchfulness as 2 condition indespensible to 
the preservation of these institutions in their 
purity and integrity. 

I believe our fellow-citizens have no greater 
nor better cause for rejoicing on this centen- 
nial than is found in the assurance that their 
public servants who assemble in these halls 
will watch and guard the sentiment and tradi- 
tions that gather around this celebration, and 
in the days to come those who shall again com- 
memorate the laying of the corner-stone of 
their nation’s capitol will find in the recital of 
our performance of public duty no less reason 
for enthusiasm and congratulations than we 
tind in recalling the wisdom and virtue of those 
who have preceded us. 

After the president’s brief address 
there was music by the band, Then 
the orator of the day, William Wirt 
Henry, of Virgima, delivered an ora- 
tion which was both lengthy, learned 
and ornate.

To an outsider it 
seemed that the members of the little church 
were affected by a wild and uncontrollable 
delirium. They moved atout in an aimless 
and to all appearances an irresponsible man- 
ner. and the sound that went out of the win- 
dows to break the stillness of the night air 
was one of intense rejoicing. ‘The sound 
of voices could be distinctly heard all 
over the neighborhood, and many who had 
retired for tho night, and were not apprised 
of the nature of the meeting, put on their 
clothes and started to the place from whence 
the sounds procesded. They remained in 
breathless astonishment as they watched the 
proceedings, for nothing of the kind in its 
wierd and unwonted excitement had ever be- 
fore been witnessed. The Quaker meetings 
thus begun have continued with the result of 
numerous conversions. The whole country 
round about ts excited over the new devarture, 
and even in their houses people refuse to talk. 
but move around silently, awaiting the prompt- 
ing of the Holy Spirit. 





The Cotton Outlook. 

Samuel M. Inman, of Atlanta, Ga., 
head of the big cotton firm which han- 
dles the crop from Carolina to Texas, 
Says: 

The outlook for cotton 1s better than it was a 
month ago. At that time the outlook was very 
gloomy, and early common sold at 7'4c. 
Cotton is not dear It will be wise 
this year, as it was last. for farmers 
to market their cotton early. The great- 
est damage to the crop is in Texas. A 
conservative estimate of tho increase in com- 
mon acreage over last year is 9 per cent. There 
were more fertilizers used this year than last 
and less cotton destroyed by floods. It is a dim- 
cult matter. however, to estimate ths size of 
the crop in the middle of September. Ths 
question of early or lute frost is an important 
factor. In regard to money to move cotton, I 
do not think that there will be the same ease 
in moncy matters as usual, but have very 
little doubt that there will be sufficient money 
to move the cotton as fast asitis delivered. 
The unsettled condition of things, which has 
existed ever since the cotton season opened, 
has been confusing to those who handle cotton. 
It isto te hoped that we will soon have a more 
settled condition of affairs and that the ques- 
tion of money to move the crop will no louger 
be a factor in the situation.

“The lynching was not only the 
cold-blooded and brutal affair that 
the generality of lynchings are, but 
it had the added atrocity that the 
three lynchees were, so far as known. 
innocent of any crime deserving 
any serious punishment, let alone 
the punishment ota crueland ig- 
nominious death. The three men, 
in fact, were not, and are not now 
after the event, charged with any 
offense more heinous than the al- 
leged attempt to carry provisions to 
their brother, the murderer, sup. 
posed to be in hiding in the swamps.”

A TEST OF THEORIES. 


Failacious Views of the Advocates of 
Free Trade. 

The people are fast coming to a prac- 
tical test of tariff reform theories. At 
the bottom of all free trade reasoning 
there lies the theory that the people 
will be able to consume and will con- 
suine as much without protection as 
they have done with it. For the pres- 
ent, it is admitted that consumption 
has materially diminished, and this is 
attributed to financial difficulties. But 
presently, men argue, tne old clothes 
will be worn out, and stocks of goods 
in country stores will be exhausted, 
and the millions needing the same sup- 
ply as before will get them, only at 
somewhat lower cost. The mills will 
be started again, perhaps paying some- 
what lower wages, but for that lower 
cost of products will compensate. The 
country is so mighty and so prosper- 
that its industries cannot long be de- 
pressed, 

All may sincerely hope that these 
theories will prove correct, at least as 
to the recovery, if not as to the cause. 
But in order to reach a clearer under- 
standing, let it be supposed that the 
depression will for a time deprive a 
quarter of the workers of employment. 
Already about a quarter of the shoe 
and cotton machinery is idle, 42 per 
cent of the woolen and 47 per cent. of 
the knitting machinery, and at least 45 
percent. of the iron machinery, which 
implies a corresponding decrease in the 
mining of iron ore and coal and lime- 
stone used for manufacture. Also let 
it be supposed that reductions of wages, 
which bave ranged already from 10 to 
30 per cent. in many establishments 
still at work, will average at no dis- 
tant date about 20 per cent. Then for 
every dollar expended by the millions 
last falla quarter will not be earned, 
and of the remaining 75 cents 15 will 
be taken off by reduction of wages, 
leaving 60 cents to be expended instead 
of 190 cents last fall. 

If it were possible to reduce all 
prices in that proportion, the people as 
a whole could consume as much as be- 
fore. But it is not possible, because 
about 40 percent. in value of things 
entering into the cost of living are the 
products of farms, and such products 
are abnormally low, the farmer finding 
it difficult to make ends meet. But

How the Republicans Stand on the Money 
Question. 

It is true, as Hon. Thomas B. Reed 
impressively stated in his great speech 
in favor of the repeal of the purchase 
clause of the silver law of 1890, that 
the republican party has always been 
the champion of true and sound 
finance. The republican party created 
the national banking system, the 
grandest scheme of this sort which any 
country has ever had, and the party 
has resolutely and successfully de- 
fended it against attacks from the op- 
posing organization, and now seeks to 
extend and perpetuate it. It was the 
republican party which preserved the 
faith of the nation with 1ts creditors in 
declaring that the government's obli- 
gations should be paid in coin, and it 
was the same party which conceived 
and brought about the policy of specie 
payments which made every dellar in 
currency worth its face value in gold. 

From the outset onward the repuv- 
lican party has been on the right side 
of the silver question. The great bulk 
of the party opposed the Bland act in 
1878 and the great bulk of the democ- 
racy favored it. On this issue the party 
has maintained its old ground. It op- 
posed and condemned the Bland dollar 
because that coin was tricky and dis- 
honest and pretended to represent a 
value and a power which it did not con- 
tain. The republicans do not seek to 
demonetize silver, but they want ar 
honest dollar, and as this cannot be 
had in silver in the present exigency 
they desire silver absorption to be 
stopped until we can secure, by the aid 
of the leading nations of Europe, a gen- 
eral remonetization of the metal. On 
this issue the republican position is im- 
pregnable. 

“What the republican party was in 
the days of its victory,” in Mr. Reed’s 
eloquent words, ‘‘it is it the days of its 
defeat, the champion of true and sound 
finance; and when the day comes, as 
surely it will come, for us to lead this 
land back to the paths of prosperity, 
and fame which were trodden under 
republican rule for so many years, we 
shall take back with us our ancient 
glory undimmed by adversity, and our 
ancient honor, unsullied by defeat.” 
This is a sentiment to which every 
true republican will subscribe. The 
party is now, as it was in the days of 
its ascendancy, the party of honest 
money, of sound and safe currency, of 
a circulating medium, which, in ali its 
varieties and issues, is as good as gold, 
and may be freely convertible into 
gold. It recognizes no politics in the 
silver question, supporting the presi- 
dent because the president is right and 
because he occupies republican ground; 
and when it regains power one of its 
first and most urgent duties will be to 
frame legislation on the finance ques- 
tion which will so commend itself to 
the people that it will become the per 
manent policy of the country.—St 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

again, the cost of a large proportion of 
the manufactured products used by the 
millions has already been reduced by 
home competition so far that such 
goods are as cheap as in any other 
country. This is true, as free-trade in- 
vestigators themselves admit, of all 
the cheaper grades of clothing such as 
the millions use. But these manufac- 
tured articles cover at least a quarter 
of the total expenditures. Thus no re- 
duction can be expected as to 40 cents 
on the dollar representing farm prod- 
ucts, or as to 25 cents on the dollar rep- 
resenting the cheaper manufactured 
products, and if all other expenses 
were reduced to nothing, rents, fuel, 
lights, personal services, transporta- 
tion, and the luxuries and comferts 
imported from abroad or produced at 
higher cost here, still the 60 cents 
earned instead of the $1 earned Jast 
fall would not suffice to cover mere 
necessities. 

The free trader believes that the man 
who is thrown out of work will still 
eat as much, wear as good clothes, oc- 
cupy as good a home and procure as 
many of all the luxuries and comforts 
as the man who earns good wages. We 
shall seeif it is true. The theory is 
that men who earn lower wages will be 
able to buy just as much with those 
wages because things will be cheaper. 
jut the farmers do not know how to 
cheapen their wheat, and the manu- 
facturers of cheap woolens and cottons 
and shoes cannot sell even as cheaply 
as they do now, unless they have an 
enormous demand. The closing of 
many works means simply this, that 
without demand enough to run the 
works full time and with full fotce 
they cannot produce at current prices, 
or sell at such prices without loss. 

Everybody will hope that the free 
trader will find some way to avoid 
compelling Americans to eat only sixty 
cents’ worth where they did eat a dol- 
lar’sworth. Men of our own race do it 
in Canada and in Great Britain. But 
they will not in this country if they 
can help it.—N. Y. Tribune.

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HOME HINTS AND HELPS. 


—Layer Cake: One and one-half cups 
of sugar, one-half cup of butter, one 
egg, one eupful of milk, three cupfuls 
of flour, one teaspoonful of soda, and 
two teaspoonfuls of cream of tartar. 
It makes three large thick layers. 

—Veal Cakes: Stew the meat tender, 
chop end season. Mix raw egg with 
mashed potato and sprinkle with flour. 
Cut into cakes. Lay on each a spoon- 
ful of meat, cover with another cake, 
press edges together andfry in deep 
lard.—Good Housekeeping. 

—Bouillon: Six pounds of beef and 
bone. Cut up the meat and break the 
bones; add two quarts of cold water; 
let it simmer slowly for five hours. 
Strain it through a fine sieve, removing 
every particle of fat. Season only with 
salt and pepper.—Detroit Free Press. 

—Coffee Sherbet: This is one of the 
nicest of the frozen dishes to serve at a 
lawn ora tennis party. Make a quart 
of good French coffee—that is, make a 
drip coffee; add to it while hot one cup 
sugar, and when cold, add one cup 
cream. Freeze and serve in glasses.— 
N. Y. Observer. 

—Good Pancakes: Take a teacupful 
each of rye and wheat flour, sift them 
together with two teaspoonfuls baking 
powder and one of salt. Add two well- 
beaten eggs, one and one-half teacup- 
fuls sweet milk and two tablespoon- 
fuls sugar. Have a hot griddle, grease. 
bake the cakes small and serve at 
once'with sirup.—Orange Judd Farmer. 

—Okra and Rice: Slice a quart of 
okra. Cut a quarter of a pound of lean 
ham into small pieces. Peel and cut 
up two large tomatoes. Put all to- 
gether in a saucepan with a pint of 
stock, a pod of red pepper and a slice 
of onion; let simmer gently for half an 
hour. Washa cup of rice and put in; 
let cook until done; add a tablespoon- 
ful of gumbo filet; let boil up and serve. 
—Harper’s Bazar. 

—Pineapple Trifle: Soak a package 
of gelatine in a cup of cold water, put 
in a bowl with two cups of powdered 
sugar, one pineapple chopped, a grated 
nutmeg, the juice and rind of one 
lemon. Mix, cover and let stand an 
hour; pour over three cups of boiling 
water, strain and squeeze. Set on ice 
to cool. When the mixture begins to 
jelly whip the whites of four eggs and 
add, a spoonful at atime. Beat all to- 
gether and serve very cold.—Home 
Queen. 

Bread Crumb Omelet: One pint of 
bread crumbs, a tablespoonful of fine- 
ly-chopped parsley, one-half a small 
onion chopped fine. Beat two eggs 
light, adda teacup of milk, a trace of 
nutmeg, pepper and salt liberally, also 
a lump of butter the size of a small 
egg. Mix all together and bake on a 
buttered pie plate inslow oven. When 
light brown turn it out of the plate 
and serve at once. It may be made 
with waste lamb or veal.—Boston 
Budget. 

—Farmers’ Rice: Make a hole in the 
center of a pan of flour, break two 
eggs into it and add one even tea- 
spoonful of salt. Mix the flour into 
the eggs, rubbing it between the fin- 
gers until it rolls off in stiff, dry 
grains. Have a quart of milk boiling 
on the stove, stir in the egg and flour 
quickly, sifting it through the fingers, 
as you would meal in making mush; let 
it boil three or four minutes then turn 
in a dish tocool. This may be eaten 
cold with sugar and cream or it may be 
eaten warm with butter and sugar.— 
Prairie Farmer.
